Washington, October 26.—(#)—Sen- 
ator William E. Borah, of Idaho, who 
returned today from a southern cam- 
paign tour for Herbert Hoover, be- 
lieyes that a special session of con- 
gress to enact farm relief legislation 


is needed. 

Following a conference with the re- 
publican presidential candidate, the 
senator issued a statement late in the 
day in which he outlined a three-fold 
plan of agricultural relief. The plan 
included a tariff bill with increased 
duties for farm products, 2 measure 
establishing a. “more satisfactory” 
farm marketing system, and the crea- 
tion of a federal board with a revolv- 
ing fund to assist the farmer in mar- 
keting his surplus crops. : 

“Unless the short session takes up 
the subject,” Mr. Borah said, “and 
concludes satisfactory legislation upon 
it, 1 am thoroughly in favor of an 
extra session of congress. I would 
like to see the session called at once. 
There is every reason for a special 
session, and to my mind no sound 
reason against it.” 

The Idahoan had discussed the farm 
relief qvestion with Mr. Hoover at 
their luncheon, especially in refer- 
ence to the candidate's St. Louis 


speech. 

The tariff bill, the senator said, 
should have “a special view of in- 
creasing duties upon farm products.” 
His own measure now pending before 
the senate, he ald °, proposes the 
establishment of a “more satisfactory 
marketing system so as to enable the 
farmers to market their products 
without being put to the enormous ex- 
pense which is now necessarily in- 
curred.” 

The legislation should be enacted 
into law in an immediate special ses- 
sion, he declared, so that the farmer 
could gain its benefit for next year’s 
crop. 

He said that in his 1919 speech 
he had not attacked Hoover’s char- 
acter or record, |ut wished an in- 
vestigation of an alleged effort of 
millers and packers to gain large 
profits out of the shipment of relief 
supplies. 

Neither the republican presidential 
candidate nor the senator made any 
formal statement regarding the con- 
ference but it was known that Borah 
had it in mind that’ the St. Louis 
speech upon which Hoover now is 
working should contain a more detail- 
ed exposition of the farm relief pro- 
gram outlined in the acceptance 


speech. 

The Idahoan, who has been the 
most active stump speaker for Hoover 
in the campeign, believes that such 
an exposition would be of material 
benefit in the west although he has 
made it plain that he has no appre- 
hension regarding the result in the 
great corn and wheat belts. 

Working On Speech. 

Hoover announced upon his return 
from New York that the major sub- 
yects of his St. Louis address would 
be farm aid and the development of 
waterways. He has prepared a rough 
outline of his speech and will devote 
the next few days to its completion. 
_ How much the announcement of 
Senator George W. Norris that he 
would support the democratie presi- 
dential candidate came int. the dis- 
cussion was not revealed. However, 
it is known that measures are under 
consideration for offsetting the effect 
that the Norris declaration may have 
had upon the egricultural west. 

Borah himself has declined to dis- 
cuss the move of Senator Norris, ex- 
plaining that he preferred first to 
read the text of the speech the Ne- 
braskan will make at Omaha tomor- 
row night—his first on behalf of the 
candidacy of Governor Alfred E. 
Smith. It may be that after that 
speech Borah and some others of 
the republican independents of the 
senate who have been closely associat- 
ed with Norris in the fight for what 
has’ been denominated as progressive 
legislation will have statements to

Mr. Scott, former p-rsonal counsel 
for Carnes, said late Friday that his 
secretaries still were’ busily engaged 
in amassing the individual reports on 
each of Carnes’ investments and that 
he would not have the total figure at 
hand until shortly before his appear- 
ance before Judge John B. Hutcheson 
at Decatur which is scheduled for 
9:50 o'clock this morning. 

No Figures Available. 
“I do not yet have any definite 


figure established,” Mr. Seott said, 
adding that a number of Carnes’ in- 
vestments were “uncertain” as to 
their present value. 

Carnes owned the majority stock 
in the Phoenix Realty company, con- 
trolling interest in the Antomatic 
Carlock company, a brick plant in

ROBINSON EXTOLS 
SMITH AS LEADER 


Governor’s Progressive 
Reforms Unparalled, 
Says Running Mate in 
Minnesota Speech. 


Duluth, Minn., October 26.—(4)— 
Governor Smith was portrayed to the 
citizens of northern Minnesota by Sen- 
ator Joe T. Robinson tonight as “a 
frank, fearless and efficient” leader 
with a record for championing pro- 
gressive reforms “unparalleled in po- 
litical history.” 

He recited 
the legislation’ advocated by his run- 


ning mate during his four terms as 
governor of New York and empha- 
sized that of hundreds of appointments 
made by Smith not one was ever re- 
jected by the New York senate de- 
spite that that body usually was con- 
trolled by the opposition party. 
Again Hits Hoover Talk. 

Senator Robinson also renewed his 
attack upon the Madison Square Gar- 
den address of Herbert Hoover, de- 
claring that the republican candidate’s 
characterization of the McNary-Havu- 
gen farm relief bill “as state socialism 
will terrify no one who possesses suf- 
ficient intelligence to understand the 
reactionary spirit which animates the 
republican candidate for president.” 

“Such leaders as Mr. Hoover,” the 
senator asserted, “have the habit of 
branding progressive measures as so- 
cialistic in the hope of making them 
odious to the voters who may not un- 
derstand that the real character of a 
proposal is to be determined by the 
principles it incorporates, rather than 
by the opprobious terms, applied by 
its opponents.”

“My wife’s opposition,” said the 
man who learned about the women 
of Mars trom Oomaruru, “my wife's 
opposition to my experiments is con- 
fined to our home, which she says 
must not be turned into a Martian 
experimental station.” 

Not a Word on Mars.

“As proof of this fact,” he said, 
“she has agreed to pay $1,000. to- 
ward the cost of publishing my book 
on Mars!” : 

This triumphial expression was fol-

2 GEORGIANS WIN 
CARNEGIE MEDALS 


Smyrna and Alpharetta 
Men Awarded Coveted 
Trophy and Citations 
for Heroism. 


Three deeds of valor resulting in the 
saving of as many lives in Georgia, 
two of them accomplished by residents 
of this state, have been rewarded by 
the Carnegie Hero Fund commission, 
aecording to information reeeived here 
today. 

The three men honored with bronze 
medals by the commission are Joseph 
M. Bramlett, of Smyrna, Ga.; Henry 
Thomas West, of Alpharetta, Ga., and 
William D. Fleming, of Jacksonville. 
F la. 

The complete citations of the com- 
mission are as follows: 

“Bramlett, aged 40, section foreman, 
saved Alfred L. Carson, aged four, 
from being killed by a train, Smyrna, 
Ga., May 4, 1926. Alfred was in 
an automobile when it was driven 
onto a railroad crossing and became 
stalled on the track on which a train 
was approaching at a_ speed of 30 
miles an hour. The other ocewpants: 
of the automobile left ‘it. 
ran to the automobile, reaching it 
when the locomotive was 250 feet dis- 
tant, pulled Alfred out, and ran from 
the track with him. He was but a 
few feet in the clear when the train, 
which had reduced speed only slightly, 
struck the automobile.” 

The citation for William B. Flem- 
ing, whose address is given as 2735 
Post street, Jacksonville, Fla., is: 

“Fleming, aged 26, lighting special- 
ist, saved Farest D. Uselton, aged 
18, soldier, from drowning at Fort 
Sereven, Ga., September &, 1926 
While bathing in the Atlantic ocean 
Uselton was seized with a cramp about 
350 feet from shore. There was a 
strong offshore undertow. Fleming 
swam 60 feet through rough water and 
breakers five feet high to Uselton, and 
Uselton grabbed him. Fleming broke 
Uselton’s hold * * * and then tried to 
take him toward shore. Failing in this 
and being fatigued, Fleming swam 
parallel to shore with Uselton for 35 
feet and caught hold of a pile. Waves 
broke over his head as_he clung to 
the pile, but in a short time men swam 
to him and relieved him of Uselton, 
and Fleming swam 60 feet to wadable 
water.” 

Henry Thomas West, rural route 1, 
Alpharetta, Ga., is cited as follows: 

“West, aged 34, farmer, saved J. 
Arnold Martin, aged 31, farmer, from 
suffocation, Alpharetta, Ga., June 4, 
1927. While at work at the bottom 
of a well 60 feet deep, Martin was 
overcome by gas. West, who realized 
that Martin had been affected by gas, 
descended by means of footholds in 
the sides of the well and by holding 
to a windlass-rope, On the way down 
he called for a pair of overalls or 
scinething to place over his’ face as 
pretection against the gas. He tied 
Martin to the rope with a pair of 
reins that had been dropped into the 
well; and feeling that the reins were 
weak, he also used the overalls. He 
was affected by the gas, but climbed 
out after being in the well three min- 
utes. Others refused to enter to 
watch the weak reins and guide the 
rope while Martin was being drawn 
up; and West, although fatigued, des- 
cended 40 feet; and then, as Martin 
had been pulled up to him, he guided 
the rope and ascended on the foot- 
holds as Martin was drawn to the top. 
West was weak and nervous when he 
reached the top. Martin was wncon- 
scious for two hours but recovered.”

RASKOB CLAIMS 
BORDER STATES 


Even New Hampshire 
and Indiana Will Go 
Democratic, Says Head 
of Campaign. 


New York, October 26.—(4)—John 
J. Raskob, chairman of the democratic 
national committee, said today that 
reports from his party workers indi- 
eated. that Herbert Hoover’s speech 
here last Monday night “has helped 
tremendously” the Smith cause in the 
agricultural northwest. 

At the same time other leaders said 
reports received at democratic na- 
tional headquarters stated that Sen- 
ator Joseph T. Robinson, democratic 
vice presidential candidate, had been 
received with “great enthusiasm” in 
North Dakota this week, and this was 
attributed in large part to the Hoover 


speech, 
While national headquarters were 
claiming New York, ‘‘the solid south” 


and all the so-called “border states,” 
Mr. Raskob said he felt confident of 
three New England states—Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire—Indiana, in the middle west, 
and Oklahoma. 

“We haven’t any doubt about Con- 
necticut or Massachusetts at all,” he 
said. “In fact, we expect Governor 
Smith to carry New Hampshire. It 
is only a question of how much the 
French vote is opposed to him Sen- 
ator Moses ought to concece New 
Hampshire just to show there are no 
hard feelings. 

Indiana for Smith. 

“We feel very certain of Indiana 
now. The section up around Gary 
seems to be with Smith, and that is 
the section that has been strongly 
in the republican column. Hoover's 
New York speech apparently helped 
us tremendously through the north- 
west. And now all our people in 
Oklahoma, for the first time, have 
unanimously the feeling that Okla- 
homa is safe for Smith. 

The optimistic outlook in Oklahoma, 
he said, was due to thorough organ- 
ization work. “In the northwest, 
though,” he added, “it is attributed to 
Hoover's eer and to Senator Norris 
of Nebraska coming out for. Smith.” 

Mr. Raskob predicted that follow- 
ing upon Governor Smith’s [Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore speeches, there 
would be a great change of sentiment 
towa him. When asked what the 
speeches were to be about, however, 
he said he did not know. 

“I think few people appreciated 
before the governor went through New 
England the real enthusiasm we have 
for him here in the industria] east,” 
he said. “I think the reception he 
got up there has sort of opened up 
people's eyes to a strength they did 
not think he had heretofore. 
has been so much stress laid on re- 
ligious bigotry that it has overshad- 
owed somewhat his real strength.”

TEPPELIN PLANS 
10 START SAILING 
HOME TOMORROW 


Balked by Weather in 
Making Trip to West 
Crew Begins Refuelling 
for Ocean Flight. 


Lakehurst, N. J.. October 26.—@) 
Balked by bad weather in their proj- 
ect to sail the Graf Zeppelin into 
Ameriea’s middle west, officers and 
crew of the big airship prepared to 
night to refuel their eraft for their 
return trip to Germany. Naval air 
station officials announced that a 
ground crew had heen’ ordered to 
stand by at 5 p. m. Sunday to walk 
the Zeppelin out of the hangar and 
weigh off for the homewnurd voyage. 

Lieutenant Commander Wicks, U 
S. N. in charge of fueling and inflat- 
ing the craft said he was ready to 
pump 735.000 eubie feet of blau gas 
and 140,000 cubic feet of hydrogen 
into the Zeppelin’s fel and lift cells 
and that he would have her ready by 
noon Sunday. 

Sorry to Give Up Trip. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, the dirigible’s 
commander, reluctantly abandoned the 
westward cruise plan before noon to- 
day. Cross hangar winds have held 
the ship indoors since she landed here 
from Germany and examination of 
weather maps today’ convinced Dr. 
Eekener that it would be dangerous to 
try a flight today. 

When he came here from Germany, 
he explained, he intended to stay but 
14 days. If he outstayed that period, 
he said, he probably would encounter 
unfavorable conditions at the end of 
During the days of 
waiting here he said n:any times he 
was eager to take the Zeppelin into 
the west and exhibit her powers to 
America’s people. 

While-Sunday wae set-as the tenta- 
tive date of departure for Germany 
Dr. Eckener said Atlantie weather 
conditions would determine the sailing 
date. Previously he has said he ex- 
pected the Atlantic crossing would re- 
quire not more than two and a half 
days. 

To Make West Trip Later. 

“We are prepared fo show,” the 
commander told the Associated Press, 
“that Atlantic crossings can be made 
at short intervals. To that end I 
prefer not to prolong my stay in this 
hospitable country for more than about 
two weeks at this time.” 

He added that he would make the 
inland trip in America on another 
voyage. | 

“I bitterly regret the failure’ to 


show the Graf Zeppelin to your mid- 
western cities,” he said. “Our visit 
to the American interior is postpon- 
ed, but not abandoned. We shall look 
forward to making it when our ship 
has been proven by another round trip 
over the Atlantic.”

The democratic candidate for a few 
minutes today took time out from 
work on his Philadelphia address for 
a conference with press correspondents 
in his suite at the Biltmore hotel. He 
appehred in the best of spirits and 
showed no signs of fatigue from twa 
days campaigning in southern New 
England where he was cheered and 
cheered at every city visited. 

He was reminded by the correspond- 
ents that on leaving Boston he had 
predicted that Massachusetts was 
lined up under the democratic banner, 
and then asked:

THREAT TO KILL 
LAID TO HUSBAND 
IN DIVORCE SUIT 


Is a dare to leave the room, backed 
up by a significant display of a 
razor, and a threat to “blow your 
brains suitable grounds for 
divorce? 

This question was put up to Ful- 
ton superior court Friday by two 
women, who- alleged that their hus- 
bands had mistreated them and threat- 
ened their lives. ' 

The wife of Theo Partin declared in 
a petition for divorce that Partin 
seized a razor and dared her to leave 
when she attempted to get out of the 
room after he had beaten her on the 
head and choked her while he was in 
a drunken rage. She finally managed 
to get away after éeonsiderable coax- 
ing, Mrs. Partin set out in her peti- 
tion. 

Mrs. Partin’s* petition showed that 
they were married in Cochran on Sep- 
tember 16, 1908, and separated on 
February 26, 1928. ‘The petition was 
filed by Jones, Evins, Powers and 
Jones and Walter Daley. 

In the other suit Mrs. Julia E. 
Hicks alleged that her husband, 
James A. Hicks, for many years. had 
been cruel and inhuman to her, nag- 
ging, curbing and abusing her, and 
threatening to kill her on numerous 
occasions. On several occasions he 
threatened to blow her brains. out, 
Mrs. Hicks alleged. 

Stating that sbe had stood her hus- 
band’s abuse for years on account of 
the children, Mrs. Hicks alleged that 
he had also falsely accused her of 
intimacy with other men in order to 
embarrass and humiliate her. She 
asked for alimony, custody of two 
children, and for a restraining order 
to prevent Hicks from interfering 
with her.

CHINESE TONG WAR 
MISUNDERSTANDING 


New York, October 26.—(4)—The 
recent war between the Ong Leong and 
Hip Sings tongs in which several 
Chinese were killed and several 
wounded has been declared only a 
“misunderstanding” and a “peace” ha 
been signed. .

Commission. 


Pittsburgh, October ~ 26.—(4)— 
Fifty-six acts of heroism in the com- 
mission of which a dozen heroes lost 
their lives, were recognized here late 
today by the Carnegie Hero Fund com- 
mission, which, in addition to three 


silver medals and fifty-three bronze 
medals, awarded pensions aggregating 
$4,320 annually; . $19,200 for eduea- 
tional purposes and more than $20,- 
000 for other worthy purposes. 

For the first time in the twenty- 
one years of the commissions history 
one person was recognized a second 
time for an heroic deed. He is Henry 
Naumann, a railroad crossing watch- 
man, of 141 Logan street, Hammond. 
Ind. In June, 1924, Naumann was 
awarded a bronze medal for saving 
a woman from the path of a train. 
On March 30, 1927, the day before 
his resignation a@s crossing watchman 
was to go into effect, Naumann 
plunged in front of a train in an 
effort to save an aged woman. The 
‘woman was killed and Naumann’s ieg 
was.crushed. He was given a sil- 
ver medal and disablement benefits 
for the second act of heroism. 

Twelve Women Cited. 


Twelve women were among those 
whose acts of heroism drew the atten- 
tion of the commission.

West Palm Beach, Fla., October 26. 
(P)—A tiny bi: of muck land—only a 
few acres in extent—ont of thousands 
of acres green with vegetables before 
the tropical hurricane last month, is 
the only spot in the Lake Okeechobee 
area to have been pla d back into 
cultivation, a survey of that section, 
made by newspapermen, today showed. 

Located midway bet:reen Belle 
Glade and South Bay, in the heart of 
the stricken area, and: bounded by 
half submerged tracts that once were 
part of the richest tomato land in the 
region, this tiny strip of land is the 
ploneer “come-back” in the Everglades 
country. 

Today—more than a month after 
the storm—water stil. stretch-- in al- 
most endless miles on both ‘sides of 
the broken roadbed that has emerged 
between those two lake-rim points. 
Wrecks of automobiles and half-sub-

Asking his audience to “imagine 
Tammany Hall in eharge of the ex- 
ecutive distribution and sale of in- 
toxicating liquors within the city of 
New York,” he said that “if you put 
the state in control of the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors, you 
will have either nq restrictions at all 
or else the most widespread corrup- 
tion and debauching of government.”

NO NEED TO RAISE 
TARIFF ON CORN, 
COOLIDGE’S VIEW 


Washington, October 26.—(/)— 
President Coolidge does not regurl 
the possibility of raising the tariff on 
corn as a very urgent matter, and 
the report of the tariff commission 
on the question will be handled in the 
usual course and a final decision will 
be reached in due course of the merits 
of the case. 
President Coolidge has heen inform- 
ed that corn imperts into this coun- 
try for the last few years amounted 
to about 2,000,000 bushels a year. 
The tariff at present amouts to 15c 
a bushel. Under the flexible pro- 
vision of the tariff act seven and one- 
half cents per bushel is the greatest 
possible increase in the tariff which 
may be proclaimed, In view of the 
relatively light imports in this com- 
modity and of the slight change which 
is possible in the tariff schedule 
President Coolidge regards the whole 
matter as of no great importance.

WILLIAM ALLEN WHITE 
RAPS RECORD OF SMITH 


Augusta, Ga., October 26.—(?)— 
Continuing his assault on the “Tam- 
many record” of Governor Smith in 


an address here tonight, William Al- 
len White, noted Emporia, Kan., edi- 
tor, charged that the democratic presi- 
dential nominee “shows a Jack of 
moral intelligence in his defense of 
New York legislative record.” 
“He voted with Tammany for the 
after-midnight saloon in towns and 
villages,” said Mr. White, who spoke 
under the auspices of the republican 
national committee. “Today as a can- 
didate for president, he justifies hia 
vote for the after-midnight saloons in 
towns and villages because he said 
he was voting according to the wishes 
of the constituents. He lived at that 
time in a district maggot-eaten with 
saloons—a Tammany district. Of 
course Al Smith would think an after- 
midnight saloon was a good thing. 
“It is bad enough to vote for all- 


inight saloons as a young man, but 


as governor of New York and candi- 
date for president to defend the vote 
for the after-midnight saloon shows 
a lack of moral intelligence that 
comes from the deadly blight of his 
Tammany associations.” 

“Tammany Tags Smith.” 

Mr. White declared that after Gov- 
ernor Smith’s “Tammany saloon rec- 
ord’ had been printed and after he 
had defended that fecord “the people 
saw how dead to moral sense he was 
in that defense.”

Harder Schedule. 

The Army has possibly played a 
harder schedule than Yale. Southern 
Methodist and Harvard both gave the 
Army very busy afternoons. While 
the Army defeated Harvard 15-0, this 
score liardly indicates the comparative 
strength of the two teams. 

. The Harvard game undoubtedly was 
a hard test for the Army and it may 
take the team a few days to get over 
it. There is bound to be a certain re- 
action after a big game, Mental as 
much-as physical. Of course the Army 
has a veteran combination. They seem 
to thrive op big games up at West 
Point. 

On paper Yale looks equally as 
strong, if not a bit stronger, than 
the Army in rushing attack, but the 
Army may have a little advantage 
in forward passing. However, I am 
just writing this as a guess. The 
game may show I am absolutely 
wrong. 

It is a rash venture to make any 
predictions about football these days. 
I will predict, however, the game will 
he a close contest between two well 
coached teams. 

Both Princeton and Cornell are 
somewhat of an unknown quality. 
From all I can gather Cornell looks 
stronger than last year. With the 
Ithacans a bit more powerful in close 
attack and Princeton possibly a little 
more versatile in forward passing, it 
looks to me like anybody’s game. 

The Cornell and Princeton . teams 
will take dinner together the night 
before the game. The game at Ithaca 
last year was played under the most 
cordial surroundings. We are going 
to try to return some of Cornell's 
hospitality this year. 

It does seem to me a good thing 
to create as much of a friendly at- 
mosphere as possible around a big 
football game. I believe it_is a good 
thing for the game to let the players 
get together the night Before at din- 
ner, where such an arrangement 1S 
possible. In my opinion they will 
play just as hard the next day. 

Should Be Stronger. 

Harvard got a lot of big game ex- 
perience from its Army garfie, and 
should be a much_ stronger’ team 
against Dartmouth for this experience. 
I don’t believe there will be as much 
loose handling of the ball as against 
the Army. Harvard forward pass 
defense will have to stiffen consid- 
erably or Dartmouth is apt to make 
trouble. On paper, Dartmouth looks 
a bit more experienced but I look 
for a very close game. 

Syracuse made a splendid showing 
against Nebraska in spite of the long 
trip. The Penn State live played 
good football against Penn's versatile 
attack. I don’t see much to choose 
between the two teams. 

Pennsylvania has developed a great 
scoring machine and will naturally 
be the favorite over the Navy. But 
I look for a,close game with the Navy 
showing marked improvement. 

While Williams has been playing 
good football, I conrbt if the New 
England team is strong enough to 
hold Columbia. Boston college -looks 
too strong for Boston tniversity.

New York, October 25.—()—The 
long predicted reaction in the stock 
market came in the last hour of trad- 
ing today, when a flood of selling 
swamped the facilities of the exchange 


and frightened investors made frantic 
efforts to sell out before the closing 
gong. A long list of stocks closed 5 
to 14 points lower. The ticker drop- 
ped far behind the transactions. and 
did not print the last transaction un- 
til 47 minutes after the close. Total 
sales exceeded 4.500.000 shares, 

The selling movement had all of the 
eat marks of a “bear” raid, timed to 
take advantage of the heavy week- 
end orders. Particularly effective in 
shaking “bullish” sentiment was heavy 
selling in General Motors and Du 
Pont, both of which haye just report- 
ed excellent earnings. General Mo- 
tors was carried down 4 and Du Pont 


14 points below yesterday's closing 
quotations, 

The selling was regarded in some 
quarters as a belated reaction to the 
new high total of brokers’ loans and 
a call money renewal rate of 71-2 
per cent, the highest since October 17. 
The rate was advanced during the 
session to 8S per cent. As hanks call- 
ed $20,000,000 in loans to meet week- 
end currency requirements, 

‘The bulk of today’s news was de- 
cidedly favorable, and the market 
maintained a firm undertone until the 
selling movement swept everything be- 
fore it in the last hour. 

Motor Shares Lower. 

Several corporations reported ex- 
cellent earnings for the third quarter, 
in addition to the long list yesterday. 
Charles M. Schwab, chairman of the 
Bethlehem Steel corporation, told the 
members of ‘the American Iron and 
Steel institute at their fall meeting 
that American prosperity would go to 
heights far above anything yet experi- 
enced and that fundamental conditions 
remain sound. 

The liquidation was directed par- 
ticularly against the high-priced is- 
sues. Automotive shares as a group 
were carried lower, although Jordan 
touched a new high at 181-2 on ru- 
mors that W. C. Durant, who is re- 
turning from Europe tomorrow, plans 
to merge it with another company. 
Studebaker dropped 45-8 points to 
74 1-2 and closed at 76, Murray Corp. 
fell to 1061-2, a net loss of 7 1-4. 
Chrysler dropped 75-8 points to 125 
in heavy selling, but recovered 
2 points.
